like his cause was lost. The postal official, like Leatherman and most of the 
Chosen people, was a member of the Dunkard sect and that would never do. 
However, it turned out oll right. This inspector, with the wisdom of Solomon, 
so none could be offended, recommended not one, but two post offices, and 
who cared if they were only a mile apart? 

On April 1, 1921 they were officially opened and named, and every- 
body was happy once more, Chosen's first and only postmaster, Isaac W. West, 
rigged a little room beneath his elevated residence until he could get his store 
constructed. He held the job until January 1, 1956 when he retired and the 
office was closed, for, of all reasons, “government econom 

First “Inland” Post Office 

Badger's office at first was his canal bank store, until C. E. Riedel laid 
out his townsite, Then Badger built a two story store building where the main 
street intersection was to be. It was a fine building sure enough, but some folks 
thought the old man might be losing his mind. It was a good 250 feet from the 
canal, the only store in the whole blamed Glades not built at the water's edge. 
But he was justified when the road was built during 1923 which connected 
Belle Glade with West Palm Beach, and here Badger presided until he died in 
July, 1929 in the Post Office that was almost named "Badger." S 

Now the mailboat came up daily except Sunday from Ft. Lauderdale 
in late 1924 and until 1927. The mailboat stopped at South Bay where Harold 
Riedel toted it either by water or cart to Belle Glade. In the meantime some 
enterprising soul built a road to Loxahatchee and another enterprising sou) 
started daily sightseeing tours from West Palm Beach to Loxahatchee and then 
by boat to Belle Glade. This gave first class mail service to Belle Glade from 


West Palm Beach. 
Post Office Survives "28 Storm 

Then the GREAT STORM of 1928 hit the area, levelled virutally every- 
thing in Belle Glade but about three buildings, and when the holacast was 
over, there stood Badger's store and Post Office, intact even though it was off 
its pinnings! Badger's store was sold to F. L. Rutledge and later was known as 
the old Rutledge building which in 1956 gave way to progress, was moved to 
the negro quarters for a rooming house and the new Rutledge Motel built on 
the site of Belle Glade's second post office building site. 

After Badger died, Mr. Badger's son, Warren, became acting Postmaster 
until April 8, 1930 when the third postmaster took over — George P. Farnall. 
He got his official permanent appointment in May, 1930. Growing pains prompt- 
ed the postmaster to seek newer and better quarters. The office still officially 
was listed as a fourth class one in 1930. Then C. E. Riedel built a fine building 
on Avenue A now known as the Claude Jones building; the postmaster got 
brand new equipment and everything was moved lock, stock and barrell to 
the new location, in 1932. 

On July 1, 1930, the office officially moved up into third class and stayed 
that way for 10 years when on July 1, 1940 it was woped another notch into 
second class clerks were under Civil Service, and the postmasters were fin- 
ally also covered. 


Growing Pains Begin 

By 1950 it was apparant that something had to give for the new building 
occupied in 1932 just didn't quite last the 20 expected years, and a new site 
was located on the corner of S. E. First Street and Avenue D, and on Novem- 
ber 1, 1950 new quarters were occupied that would again last until 1970, so 
the Post Office Department thought. 

^ Та the meantime you just couldn't keep progress down — in 1949 a com- 
plaint from a patron that he had to go to South Bay to get his mail cause there 
were no Post Office boxes available and be didn't want to stand in the general 
delivery line that never had an end, was the straw that broke the camel's back 
and prompted the Postal Inspector to recommend City Delivery service. This 
went into effect on April 1, 1950. 

Negotiations here also bogged down and it wasn't until April 28, 1962 
that construction began of the present modern, fully air-conditioned building 
which is being dedicated today. We again moved, lock, stock and barrel, on 
August 1, 1962, 

In the meantime Belle Glade's third.postmaster, Mr. Farnall, retired on 
August 17, 1961. He was succeeded by Mrs. Rosa A. Nash, a career postal em- 
ployee who had been with the office since 1939 and was assistant postmaster 
for 23 years. Congressional approval for permanent appointment came on March 
28, 1962.

Sukkos is 
the model which the Pilgrims 
used in establishing the Ameri- 
can festival.of Thanksgiving. In 
the Book of Deuteronomy, Suk- 
kos is described as the "festi- 
val of the ingathering." 

In modern times, Sukkos is 
celebrated with special hymns 
and prayers of thanks. In homes 
and synagogues, which are de- 
corated with autumn fruits and 
flowers, worship services take 
place. In many temples, the 
first day of Sukkos is devoted 
to a service of consecration for 
youngsters’ who are beginning 
their religious education.
